it s lpossible to trace any connection
between the two events, In modern
wars danger from the plagus seems
gradually to have lessened perhiaps as
a result of better manitary conditions
maintained by the armies of today,

Florence nlso suffered severely,
while 10000 pf the Inhablitants of
Venlee were Uterally wiped off the
face of the earth, From Ituly it moved
into Frauce, where the mortality was
almost as great. In Parls alone 50,000
people died from It. One of the worst
features presented by the history of
the biack death was the cruel persecu-
tion It aroused agninst the Jews, They |
were supposed to bave infected the alr
in sowe wysterious wanner, and they |
were accused of bhaving polsoned the |
wells and springs, In Btrassburg 2,000
of them were buried allve In thelr own
burial ground.

The order of the Flagellanto arose |
at this time, coming from the bellet
that the sfos of the world bhad at last
brought down the wrath of heaven. It
was the begloning of the so called
bundred years' war that carried the
black death into England, where In
London its victims numbered 100,000.

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THE SHIP'S RUDDER.
Difference In the btrain That Comes
Upon Its Two Parts,

The rudder of a wooden ship I8 com-
posed of the stalk and the backing,
which are so Jolned together as to
form In effect a single plece, The
complete rudder 15 coppered to protect
it from worms, and then, besides belng
practically all {n one plece, it has that

appearance aleo,

The stalk is the part to which are at-
tached the pintles, or pivots, by which
the rudder Is suspended and in
place, these golng through eyes in
the ship's sternpost. The stalk runs op
through the stern of the ship, and to
its head is bolted a cap to which are at-
tached the ropes by means of which the
rudder Is coutrolled, The backing 1s the
blade part of the rudder. !

By far the greater straln comes on
the stalk, and the greatest stpain of all |
comes on the head of the stalk, the
rudder head, where It jgs held. The
stalk is wade of the wood most llkely
to staml the strain, carefully selected,
sound, well sensoned oak, wiltle the'
backing Is made of spruce or bard pine, |
The stalk Is of a single, solid, massive
plece, stout as an oak tree and indeed
of the dimensions of a amall oak, some-
thing that a man can pin his falth to,
If he can have faith in any wood, while
the backing or blade Is, like many mod-
ern wgoden mnsts, buailt up. It would
be diffienlt If not impossible to find
trees that would yield planks big
enough for the purpose in a single
plece, and the bullt up backing, made
of pleces of selected wood, can easily
be made of ample strength to with-
stand any strain that will be brought
upon It.

As to the stalk, stout and solld as the
oak may be, the head may be twisted
by the force of a_tremendous blow from
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the
repeated stralns of long use, the head
may split and so make the stalk use-
less. Then the rudder Is taken out and
fitted with. a new stalk. A sultable
stick is selected and worked down to
the proper size and form, and very
probably the old backing is attached to
It The life of a rudder stalk would
probably be twelve to fourteen years.
The backing might last as long as the
ship.—New York Sun.

A HERO OF THE BUSH.

The Daring and Devotion of a Brave
Maori Youth.
